OBSERVATIONS ON GALATIANS via 16/

Mr, Epitor, 

Believing that there are some, and fearing there are many more. 
who, in my opinion misunderstand, and so misapply the words of 
the Spirit recorded in Galatians vi. 10. ‘ As we have therefore 
opportunity, let us do good unto all men, especially unto them 
who.are of the household of faith ;” I take the liberty of solicit- 
ing a place in your ‘* Monitor” for a few remarks, should it meet 
your approbation, as F am not without hope that they may be 
useful: and, especialfy, should they induce a more abler hand 
than mine to prosecute the subject, it may be of incalculable ben- 
efit to the community. 

It may be necessary here to mention the occasion of my thus 
undertaking to expunge, if possible, a tenet maintained by some, 
who in many other respects are ornaments to the profession they 
make of discipleship'to Him, of whom it is emphatically declared 
“Went about doing good ;” and I trust while I attempt'a free dis- 
cussion of the text, the candid ahd spiritual mind, whatever in- 
ferences (consequent on the principle I shall endeavour to explode) 
I may be led to draw, will view them as resulting from an exer- 

“cise of zeal in a good cause. 

Being lately in the company of several professors of Chris+ 
tianity, the propriety of a Christian’s belonging to a, Benevolent 
Society (composed of persons of various descriptions) was ques- 
tioned, It soon recurred to our minds tit there was a passage 
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im the New-Testament appropriate to our subject. We accord- 
ingly made it the subject of discussion from which, we endeavour- 
ed to learn the consistent line of conduct for a Christian. The 
subscriber soon discovered that his brethren laid too much stress 
on the last clause of the text, “ Especially unto them who are of 
the household of faith ;” for it was contended, that we ought first 
to be certain that we haye relieved the necessities of all those of the 
household of faith, who, as far as: we are acquainted with their 
circumstances, require our beneficence, nisticid acent should be 
bestowed, by way of charity, elsewhere. ; 

Now, that the necessities of. the Saints should be, as much as 
in us lies, relieved by us, “as fellow-heirs, and of the same body”’ 
and that too, in preference te any other applicant, I readily grant, 
with seme certain exceptions, (for I think there may be exceptions 
even here in extraordinary cases.) Suppose, for instance I even 
know the circumstances of a man, whom I believe to be a Chris- 
tian, to he very necesitous and this man to have no family. On 
the other hand I am acquainted with.a poor couple,*who are not 


professors of religion, ot who have a large family of helpless 





* The writer has long been on the Standing | Committee of the 
A*****p Benevolent Society, and has, in compliance with its 
constitution, often visited the abodes of poverty and wretchedness 
and we have felt a pleasure not easily described, when we could 
cheer the drooping spirits of the parent looking with despair upon 
his dear little family without a crust of bread, or means to procure 
it, until Providence led us,thither. Wehave seen the Father sick 
in bed, while the mother was gone out to collect a few chips, to 
stay if possible the cold blast which then whistled through the shat- 
tered dwelling ; but what seemed to add to this scene (already 
enough to affect the heart of perhaps the opponents of general 
benevolence) two, nearly naked children endeavouring to keep 
alive the expiring blaze, afforded by burning the contents of a 
straw bed. On our search for food we found nothing better than 
a piece of putrid meat, which of course, neither the sick nor well 
could, orought to eat. 
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children, and who in an inclement season of the year have neither 
clothing, food, nor fuel, and one or more of the family afflicted 
with some disease. 

Now if I hada dollar, which I could spare from my family, I 
must acknowledge that I should from the difference of circum- 
stances, be induced to give to the former one quarter, while to 
the latter, I should give the remaining three. But my friends on 
the other side, would have me first be certain that I cannot dis- 
pose ot my Dollar to assist such whom I believe to be christians, 

(whatever difference of circumstances may exist,) before I at alt 
relieve this poor family. By adopting such a maxim I think evils 
the most serious must necessarily accrue. In the first place we, 
by so duing lose sight of the former part of the sacred text, “ As 
we have therefore opportunity, let us do good unto all men,” 
without asking the subject whether he be a professor of Christ 
or no, as the absolute condition on which we can bestow relief; 
‘or waiting to consider whether we have already relieved all those 
who are of the household of faith; before we give a morsel of 
bread to the hungry. No, let (as much as possible) one be done, 
and the other not left undone. In the next place, should a relig- 
ious bigot (if there be such a being,) imbibe such a sentiment as 
that against which I am contending, What his course would be in 
this respect, may easily be made to appear. Suppose him to be- 
long to any Christian Society; he would ask, Does the man in 
distress believe such and such doctrines as Ido? And if he does, 
is he determined to maintain them with as much boldness, in oppo- 
sition to all others? if so, and not else will I relieve him. Yea 
a man may be so far sunk in bigotry, as not to be willing to do good 
to any person even in the same society of professing Christians, 
except he has it in some uncommon way manifested to him that 
the supplicant is a Christian with just the same views, and just 
the same feelings ; and, under this plea, will withhold from do- 
ing a good action for a brother inneed. ‘Thus betraying a spirit 
of avarice by being righteous overmuch. That a principle of 
universal charity may exist in aman whois destitute of divine grace, 
is with me unquestionable ; but that a man possessing divine grace 
to be destitute of feeling for the adversity of his fellow-men, as 
such is to me an absolute absurdity. To that Benevolent disposi- 
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tion with which man is endowed by his Maker, we are indebted 
for many public institutions formed and patronised for the more 
effectual alleviation of the necessities and sufferings of such of 
our fellow creatures who, without the aid of such provisions 
would in all probability present a scene, at which human nature 
would recoil. Let us look through every quarter of our city, 
our country, and throughalmost every nation in Europe, and we 
shall soon be satisfied of the truth of this remark. How many 
men, and women too, who, touched with anoble tenderness of 
heart towards their fellow-creatures of every name, nation, and 
colour discover that good Samaritanism which is worthy the im. 
itation of all who make any pretensions to know and feel the love 
of Christ shed abroad in the heart ; which, in my opinion, inva- 
riably manifests itself by that kindness to our fellow-creatures by 
which the Scriptures represent the Christian. Do we look through 
Europe to find persons of distinguished benevolence—only listen, 
as it were, a moment and you will hear resound from nearly eve- 
ry patt of the European world, the name of Howaxp blessed, 
whose unparalled exertions (as a private man) proved so greatly 
successful in the amelioration of the condition of the inhabitants 
of Hospitals, the wretcheded occupants of the jail, the dungeon, 
and the cell. He did not stay to enquire whether Christians 
(merely) stood in need of his services previous to his journies to 
France, Italy, Russia, Egypt, &c. &c. to endeavour to accomplish 
his humane designs. Many actions, indeed assume the appearance 
of charity, that are wholly selfish and carnal, for self-will, the 
love of or wish for lasting fame, and the desire of personal advan- 
tage and convenience are the common motives that influence the 
conduct of men; but these reflections are not to be attributed to 
all who manifest a spirit of general benevolence, and in no respett 
do they belong to Howard. No—

To all the lands, where’er the tear, 

That mourn’d the prisoner’s wrong severe,

It-deranges-and confounds all my schemes ;—My exaltation is my 
fall, my misfortune.—My best and most intimate friends have been 
so.kind ‘as. not to subscribe to what you so justly term a hasty 
meastire. : Indeed, if nothing now can be done; I speak from my 
fieart—never poor creature was more dragged out in public.”

Directing Committee of the CONNECTICUT BIBLE SOCIE®Y : exe 
hibited to the society at their meeting, May 13, 1813. 


TO THE 
CONNECTICUT BIBLE SOCIETY, 


The Directing Committee respectfully submit tha following 
REPORT: . .. .. ae 

TO carry into effect the. great objects of the society’ has em- 
ployed the unremitted exertions of your committee.) 9) 

In laying before you an account of their: proceedings: tlie past 
year, they have the satisfaction to state that those exertions: have 
been attended with as great success as could’be reasonably ex- 
pected. Considering the infant state: of the. societys much has 
been done toward supplying the destitute with the word cf eter- 
nal life. The objects of the society’s beneficence.in this: state, 
so far as they have come to the knowledge of the committee or 
their agents, have been supplied 5: and the: word of -salvation has 
also been sent to many of the destitute in other states. .-This pre- 
cious gift has been received with gratitude—the' hearts of mavy 
of Gaod’s children have been refreshed; and sinners;: we'have.rea~ 
son to hope, : mee been brought to a sense nf their —_— and dan- 
ger. 
Of the bibles distributed in MewiCogsioctions planing accounts 
have been received, not only of their grateful reception, but that 
in several instances they have apparently been accompanied with 
the divine blessing. ' A missionary residing in that state makes 
the following remark—* In my last tour I found several persons 
who were supplicd with bibles by Mr. Badger and myself, to be 
under serious impressions, and therefore grateful for the preci- 
ous gift.” This must afford peculiar encouragement fo those by 
whose liberality this inestimable treasure has been sent to them. 

To supply the poor of this state is considered a primary object. 
But the benevolence of the society will not end here. It embraces 
the destitute in the wilderness as well as in the city ; in the vari- 
ous and distant parts of our land, and in other lands so far as the 
funds of the socicty will admit. 
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Since the last meeting of the society there have been distribut- 
ed 2341 bibles. Of these 200 have been sent to the Oneida Bible 
Society for distribution : 200 to the Ohio Bible Society ; 200 to 
the Bible Society in Orange County, state of New-York ; 200 to 
the Vermont Bible Society ; 300 to Rhode Island Missionary So- 
ciety: 50 to the Genesee Missionary Society ; and $87 to agents 
in this state. 

The whole number distributed since the formation of the society 
is 7644. 

Though great relief has been afforded to individuals, yet but 
little has been done toward supplying the wants of the numerous 
poor in the new settlements. Their constant and earnest request 
is for more bibles. 

Your committee lament that the work of printing the holy 
scriptures, in the various languages of the East, should be re- 
tarded by the burning of the printing types and paper at Seram- 


pore. 
God has wise designs in this event ; one of which it is conceiv- 


ed may be to try the faith and patience of his children, and stimu- 
late them to new exertions. Toward repairing this loss your 
cominittee have voted to remit to them 500 Dollars. This com- 
ing within the views and objects of the society, the committee not 
only felt themselves authorized,but underthe strongest obligations 
to de. By this gratuity, and the bibles which havé been purchas- 
ed in the course of the year, your funds are nearly exhausted, 
and further exertions are necessary to answer the benevolent de- 
signs of the institution. They are confident these exertions wiil 
be made by the friends of religion. The silver and gold are the 
Lord’s; the hearts of all men are under his control. Christian 
benevolence will increase in proportion as itis seen that the objects 
of the society are extended, and their opportunities for doing 
good are multipled. 

The treasurer will lay before you a statement of the funds of 
the society. From this statement the society will see that many 
generous donations have been made to the institution: and in ad- 
dition to these the committee feel it their duty gratefully to notice 
the services of the agents of the society in the state and also of 
other persons, which have aided the fands of the society.

The committee congratulate the society and all the friends of 
Zion on the exertions which are made by the influence of bible 
and missionary societies in this and other countries to distribute 
the holy scriptures, to translate them into various languages, and 
accompany them with the ministry of reconciliation. The British 
and Foreign Bible Society have astonished the Christian world by 
their efforts in translating and distributing the bible. In the Jast 
year they expended more than 146,000 Dollars. Since its forma- 
tion which is about nine years they have distributed more than 
430,000 Bibles and testaments. Their views are directed to every 
part of the world. That society has given birth to numerous aux- 
iliary societies throughout Great Britain and her dominions. Its 
benign influence has reached our country, and called up the atten- 
tion of Christians to form similar societies. The flame of love 
to God and perishing souls has spread from one end of our land to 
the other ; excited the warmest gratitude to God for the blessing 
of his word, and anxious desires that all may enjoy this inestima- 
ble gift. 

More than twenty Bible Societies are already instituted within 
the United States ; from several of these your secretary has re- 
ceived communications. Some of them in their infant state and 
without funds have requested aid. These have been furnished 
with bibles for gratuitous distribution, as the most eligible way in 
which they could be assisted, and the designs of your institution 
promoted. 

While your committee desire to be grateful to God that the so- 
ciety have been able to do so much to promote his cause, it would 
rejoice their hearts could they have the means of doing much more 
They have done as much as your funds have enabled them to do. 
They trust that Christian benevolence will enable the society to 
extend their views still further. ‘ Whoso hath this world’s good, 
and seeth his brother have need, and shutteth up his bowels of 
compassion from him, how dwelleth the love of God in hita ?” 
How much more forcibly must this apply when a brother needs 
the word of eternal life, the guide to heavenly glory? If those 
who give to supply the bodily wants of their fellow men, have the 
promise that it shall be given them again, how much more may 
they expect who give to supply their souls with that spiritwal food 
which is necessary to their eternal welfare ? 
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: Do Christians desire-and pray for the extension of the gospel 
and the glory of the church? This is one of the means which God 
will use to hasten on this glory. And from the liberality of the 
Christian world to aid in this and similar ways, have we not 
reason to believe the glory.of the church is at hand? Surely the 
day dawns and the dark. shadows of the night are waghily fleeing

REPORT To THE 
NE W-YORK BAPTIST MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 
BY THEIR BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 
; Tithe Ss 
Beloved i in ‘the. Lord, a 
Tarovuas the tender mercy of our God, we are spared to ad- 


dress you on: another anniversary. . While we deeply lament the 
horrers of war which surround us, we rejoice in the increase 
of the kingdom of our Lord Jesus; and. hail the happy period 
when universal peace shall fill the whole earth ! 

We have been enabled to employ six Missionaries in your ser- 
vice this year, a brief account of whose labours we shall now com- 
municate.—Brother Luge Davis has continued his labors in Sul- 
livan county with a considerable degree of success. He express- 
es the state of his mind to have been peculiarly solemn, having 
been enabled to live under a considerable sense of the Divine prese 
ence, and a strong desire to be instrumental in the conversion of 
sinners; and, ‘when at any time depressed under a conviction of 
his own insufficiency, he was assisted to look to the Lord Jesus 
for strength to persevere. - This is just asa Minister and a Mis- 
sionary ought to feel!. He has laboured in nine different settle- 
ments, the.extremity. of which are about forty miles, and in which, 
it-appears, there is no settled minister of any denomination. His 
place .of residence is nearly central. The Church at Pleasant 
Pond, gathered under the ministry of Brother Davis, go on in 
the faith and fellowship of the gospel; growing in knowledge 
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and the practice of Christian love; and a large number attend 
public worship. In this barren place, there ate many who receive 
the word gladly ; of which number, six have been baptized while 
others are under deep impressions of guilt, and thirst for salva- 
tion through the blood of Jesus. From which circumstances we 
cannot but anticipate greater benefits will be produced from his: 
future labours. In this quarter, however, our Brother informs 
us, that he has to combat with ignorance, superstition, error and 
sin, as the unavoidable fruit of human depravity. Upord this 
black ground we pray many bright jewels will appear to the glo- 
ry of Divine grace !—Brother Jamzs Harnis has been labour- 
ing in the western parts of this state-Owing to bodily indisposition 
he has not preached so frequently as he intended; yet he has‘trav- 
elled and preached so as to claim the commendation of the Direc- 
tors. In most of the places he visited, religion was extremely low, 
which rendered the preaching of the gospel highly important and 
necessary.He found several churches in a broken state,and without 
pastors ; but his labours among them were not altogether in'vain'in 
the Lord. Brother Enocu Ferazs has been employed by usin mis~ 
sionary services. On calculation he has rode 529 miles, and been ‘ 
very laborious in preaching ; which, under'a divine blessing, has’ 
been useful to many, and a general attention paid to his ministra- 
tions. Several decayed churches were refreshéd, stifred-ap, and 
emboldened to. cultivate the fellowship of saints. We regret 
that personal indisposition and severe domestic afflictions prevent: . 
ed him from pursuing a journey by which much good was antici- 
pated. From the communications from Brother Ferris, it appears” 
that he has enjoyed more of the presence of the Lord with him,’ 
and has been more zealously concerned for the salvation of men, ’ 
agd the extent of the Messiah’s kingdom than he had hitherto ex- 
perienced.—Brother Wm. Pzarse, during his engagement with 
the Board this year, has been employed in his: usual missionary’ 
services at West Farms, West and East Chester, Harverstraw, 
Sloat, English-neighbourhood, and Middleton. At. the latter 
place, six persons gave satisfactory account of a work of grace 
upon their souls, and are happy in the knowledge and enjoymeng 
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of the Saviour. Our Brother has also frequengly visited and 
preached at Manhattgnville, and at Haerlem, with much encour- 
agement of success. On Long Island he took a journey of four 
weeks ; during which, it appears, the Lord blessed his labours in 
preaching the gospel more abundantly than at any former visit, 
His mind was seriously and irresistibly impressed togo to a place 
called Patchogue ; and although-he knew no person {jn that place, 
he entered the first house to which he came. The resident ims 
mediately gave him entertainment, and agreed that he should 
preach a sermon. Many attended; some were serious, and oth- 
ers appeared without concern. Another service was held the 
following afternoon, which was attended with the sensible presence 
of God, and the people were greatly affected. At Starling he 
had a large assembly ; so great, that it was observed, that in the 
greatest revivals of religion in that place it had not been known 
more numerous. Many who came ejght or ten miles, with re- 
luctance departed. At Oyster-pond he found many assembled te 
hear, the greater part full of indifference and laughter. God 
blessed the word of his grace in a very remarkable manner. 
Mast of the people were in tears ; though dismissed none of them 
would leave the place. Brother Pearse addressed them again, 
and another person prayed ; still they were unwilling to depart. 
One of those sons of laughter was deeply convinced of his sins 
before God, felt his need of a Saviour; which, he confessed, 
though he had lived fifty years, he never knew before!
